thousand persons had marched up in 
line through the front door yester­ 
day to see the commoner. This morn­ 
ing. the doors were 
thrown 
open 
again and despite a drizzling rain, 
more came to view him today. 
They 
are to be admitted from 8:30 A. M 
until noon when the church will be 
closed to the public in preparation 
for the final funeral services which 
were to begin at 2:45 P. M. 
The services will be opened with 
the singing of “Lead Kindly Light.” 
Dr. Joseph R. Fizee will then enter 
the church chanting a Christian an 
them. 
The 23rd and 90th Psalms 
will be read. 
The latter was select 
ed by Mrs. Bryan because it embodies 
the creed of fundamentalism in 
whose cause he had died. 
Then there will be sung the hymn, 
“Faith of Our Fathers, Living Still” 
and with only 
a 
slight 
military 
touch the body will be borne to the 
grave on the knoll at Arlington. 
The funeral cortege on its journey 
to the grave will march through the 
center of the capital. At the gate 
of the cemetery the band from the 
lGth Field Artillery and 3rd Cavalry 
will meet it to escort the casket to 
the final resting place. 
Only brief 
services will be held at the grave. 
An army bugler will sound taps. No 
salute will be fired. 
The body will 
be lowered and covered with earth. 
Despite her condition and the 
strain of the ceremony, Mrs. Bryan 
is said to be as well as might be ex­ 
pected. 
She will have to be carried 
to the church services and to the 
grave side because paralysis prevents 
her walking.

C o n s i d e r i n g the Wisconsin situation, T h e D i s p a t c h sug­ 
gested that a good candidate for the senate to succeed the late 
Robert M. La Follette would be his widow. Such a precedent has 
been established in several states. 
For instance, in California 
Mrs. Kahn succeeded her husband as congressman. Coming closer 
home, at Pine River Mrs. Elmer P». Dahl succeeded her husband, 
who passed away while postmaster of his town. ' But Mrs. La 
Follette does not want the senatorship. 
Now comes young Bob, Jr., and announces his candidacy in 
the special election to till the seat in congress left vacant b.y the 
death of his father. 
In this connection it is well to read what the Milwaukee Jour­ 
nal says, a paper of wide influence in Wisconsin. 
Reports of 
squabbles in the Blaine-La f ollette camp aren’t very intelligible 
to people outside the charmed circle. 
That is duly natural, for 
they center in the proposed candidacy of Robert La Follette, Jr. 
No one has bothered yet to tell Wisconsin people what there is 
that makes La Follette available for the senate. 
It is true the junior La Follette is a citizen, over *10, and has 
been for at least the prescribed nine years a resident of Wiscon­ 
sin. Beyond that Wisconsin does not know much about him. 
Ex­ 
cept as chairman of a political committee, he has not served in 
any public capacity. 
In that office he was a political lieutenant, 
but not a representative of voters. 
He has not been elected an 
alderman, a district attorney, an assemblyman. 
His experience 
as his father’s companion has no doubt made hum familiar with 
the ways of politics, but he has had no experience in exercising 
the authority of the people. 
A good deal was said at first about choosing the junior La 
Follette as a tribute to his father’s memory. 
A little reflection 
shows that this is not the way to honor the memory of Senator 
La Follette. The principle he announced was service of the people 
of a state. He said that voters should retain control of their gov­ 
ernment by selecting men who represented their views and were 
able to make them heard. 
If Wisconsin believes in th elder La 
Follette, its job today is to choose a senator to represent Wiscon­ 
sin and not the son of anyone's father. 
As for the “crown prince’’ idea, we do not imagine that alarms 
Wisconsin voters very much. 
True, Wisconsin is no state in 
which the idea of a “dynasty” could flourish. 
If, through sym 
pathy and regard for a name that has long been a household won 
and is honored by many, t he voters of Wisconsin should be rushec 
off their feet into choosing a man because of his father’s name, 
they could later correct that mistake. 
But with every week that 
passes, the people who eared about La Follette see that it is not 
honoring him to Suppose that he would want them to vote for 
anyone just to keep the senatorship in the family. 
As this becomes clearer, others in the Blaine-Lu Follette 
camp are evidently daring to lift their heads and their voices. 
What Wisconsin hears is the unhappy, disgusting quarrel of 
would-be heirs over whatever political estate may bo left. Out of 
that squabble, it is yet to be made clear that anyone is thinking 
about who would make the best senator for Wisconsin.

Brainerd Lodge Elk delegates to the Grand Lodge conven­ 
tion have always worked in harmony with the State Association 
to have the paid welfare Worker at Rochester hospitals financed 
by the Grand Lodge. The “Jolly Elk,” official organ of the State 
Elks Association, published by Lannie (’. Horne of Minneapolis, 
.shows that recognition has at length been gained by the State 
Association. 
With the decision of the Grand Lodge to allow the sum of 
$3,000 annually to provide for a paid welfare worker at Rochester, 
Minn., a long fight for recognition on the part of the Minnesota 
State Elks Association has been ended. 
Through the untiring efforts of John E. Regan, president of 
the state body, and the help of Past Grand Exalted Ruler John G. 
Price, and Joseph G. Buch, Past President of the New Jersey 
State Elks Association, the great work being accomplished in the

LA IOLLITTIS AND WISCONSIN 


C o n s i d e r i n g the Wisconsin situation, T h e D i s p a t c h sug­ 
gested that a good candidate for the senate to succeed the late 
Robert M. La Follette would be his widow. Such a precedent, has 
been established in several states. For instance, in California 
Mrs. Kahn succeeded her husband as congressman. Coming closer 
home, at Pine River Mrs. Elmer B. Dahl succeeded her husband, 
who passed away while postmaster of his town. ’ But Mrs. La 
Follette does not want the senatorship. 
Now comes young Bob, Jr., and announces his candidacy in 
the special election to fill the seat in congress left vacant by I Ik* 
death of his father. 
In this connection it is well to read what the Milwaukee Jour­ 
nal says, a paper of wide influence in Wisconsin. Reports of 
squabbles in the Blaine-La f ollette camp aren’t very intelligible 
to people outside the charmed circle. That is duly natural, for 
they center in the proposed candidacy of Robert La Follette, Jr. 
No one has bothered yet to tell Wisconsin people what there is 
that makes La Follette available for the senate. 
It is true the junior La Follette is a citizen, over 30, and has 
been for at least the prescribed nine years a resident of Wiscon­ 
sin. Beyond that Wisconsin does not know much about him. Ex­ 
cept as chairman of a political committee, he has not served in 
any public capacity. In that office he was a political lieutenant, 
but not a representative of voters. He has not been elected an 
alderman, a district attorney, an assemblyman. His experience 
as his father’s companion has nr> doubt made h:m familiar with 
the ways of politics, but he has had no experience in exercising 
the authority of the people. 
A good deal was said at first about choosing the junior La 
Follette as a tribute to his father’s memory. A little reflection 
shows that this is not the way to honor the memory of Senator 
La Follette. The principle he announced was service of the people 
of a state. He said that voters should retain control of their gov­ 
ernment by selecting men who represented their views and were 
able to make them heard. If Wisconsin believes in 111 elder La 
Follette, its job today is to choose a senator to represent Wiscon­ 
sin and not the son of anyone’s father. 
As for the “crown prince’’ idea, we do not imagine that alarms 
Wisconsin voters very much. True, Wisconsin is no state in 
which the idea of a “dynasty” could flourish. If, through sym­ 
pathy and regard for a name that has long been a household word 
and is honored by many, the voters of Wisconsin should be rushed 
off their feet into choosing a man because of his father’s name, 
they could later correct that mistake. But with every week that 
passes, the people who cared about La Follette see that it is not 
honoring him to suppose that he would want them to vote for 
anyone just to keep the senatorship in the family. 
As this becomes clearer, others in the Blaine-La Follette 
camp are evidently daring to lift their heads and their voices. 
What Wisconsin hears is tlie unhappy, disgusting quarrel of 
would-be heirs over whatever political estate may be left. Out of 
that squabble, it is yet to be made clear that anyone is thinking 
about who would make the best senator for Wisconsin.

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AMATEUR TRACK RULES TOO STRICT

(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, July 31.—Another one of those pesky controversies arose 
when a German prom oter charged that Loren Murchison and Charley Pad­ 
dock, two American sprinters, "put the gun on him,” as the hoys say, when 
he signed them to appear in a meet in Berlin, 
The charges made against them were almost identical to those made by 
several American promoters against Paavo Nurmi when he was here last 
winter and the action against the two American sprinters may he a counter 
punch. 
Nurmi was investigated by several special com mittees of the Amateur 
Athletic Union and was declared not guilty. 
The investigation against Mur­ 
chison and Paddock no doubt will result in the same finding. 
If Murchison and Paddock were guilty the case would he almost impos­ 
sible to prove. 
No athlete would he such a sap as to leave any proof behind 
him. 
He wouldn’t take a check, he wouldn't sign any incrim inating papers 
and he wouldn’t have any material witnesses around when lie used the gun. 
There is no intention to try Murchison or Paddock in this column.

Francisco. 
It is the promoter who is running a meet on his own, with some kind of 
an “auspices” behind him who raises fin1 squawks.

Some very interesting opinions were expressed recently by a veteran track 
man, who has had years of experience us a prom oter and a coach. 
“I think,” he said, "that an athlete is entitled to som ething more than 
bare expenses. 
Years ago I used to run meets. 
I always got some fraternal 
or charitable organisation to share in the profits for their support. 
I knew 
that local talent wouldn't draw a dime and that we would have to get three 
or four headliners. 
I got them, and when they came from a distance they 
got liberal expense accounts and there was no kick coming. 
“The track athlete, especially those who do not come from one of tht 
wealthy colleges, is of a poorer class financially than the athletes In any 
other class. 
You can ’t expect a man to leave his work for four days, take 
a train from Chicago to Boston and hack, for the pure love of running 
That love for sport does not make up for the money that was docked out ol 
his pay envelope.”

Now comes young Bcd), Jr., and announces his candidacy in 
the special election to fill Hie seat in congress left vacant by tho 
death of his father.

squabbles in the Blaine-La Follette camp aren ’t very intelligible* 
to people outside the cha'rmed circle. 
Thai us duly natural, J'oi 
they center in the proposed candidacy of Robert La Follette, Jr. 
No one has bothered yet to tell Wisconsin people what there is 
that makes La Follette available for the senate. 
it is true the junior I^a Follette is a citizen, over SO, and has 
been for at least the prescribed nine years a resident of Wiscon­ 
sin. 
Beyond that Wisconsin does not know much about him. 
Fx- 
cept as chairman of a political committee, he has not serifed in 
any public capacity. 
In that office he was a political lieutenant, 
but not a representative of voters. 
He has not been elected iii 
alderman, a district attorney, an assemblyman. 
His experience 
as his father’s companion has no doubt made him familiar with 
the ways of politics, but he has had no experience in exercising 
the authority of the people. 
A good deal was said a t first about choosing the junior La 
Follette as a tribute to his father’s memory. 
A little reflection 
shows that this is not the way to honor the memory of Senator 
La Follette. The principle he announced was service of the people 
of a state. 
He said that voters should retain control of their gov­ 
ernment by selecting men who represented their views and were 
able to make them heard. 
If Wisconsin believes in til elder La 
Follette, its job today is to choose a senator to represent Wiscon­ 
sin and not the son of anyone’s father. 
As for the “crown prince’’ idea, we do not imagine that a l a r m s 
Wisconsin voters very much. 
True, Wisconsin is no state* in 
which the idea of a “dynasty" could flourish. 
If, through sym­ 
pathy and regard for a name that has long been a household word 
and is honored by many, the voters of Wisconsin should be rushed 
off their feet into choosing a man because of' his father'll name, 
they could later correct that mistake. 
But with every week that 
passes, the people who cared about La Follette see that ii is not 
honoring him to Suppose that he would want them lo vote for 
anyone just to keep the senatorship in the family. 
As this becomes clearer, others in the Blaine-Lu Follette 
camp are evidently daring to lift their heads and their voices. 
What Wisconsin hears is the unhappy, disgusting quarrel of 
would-be heirs over whatever political estate may be left. 
Out of 
that squabble, it is yet to be made clear that anyone is thinking 
about who would make the best senator for Wisconsin.
